CiTy OF MEXICO, May 19.—|By the 
Associated Press.) Dispatches from 
the Pacific Coast seem to indicate that 
the Itata is already far out of reach of 
the Charleston. From these dispatches 
it also appears that the Itata passed 
outside of Acapulco on Friday last, 
and the Charleston reached the port 
ov Saturday. 

The Esmeralda is still at Acapulco 
awaiting coal, which is said to have 
been ordered from the United States.

Blown into a River. 


Eighteen Bodies Have Already Been 
Recovered and Others Are 
in the River—Names 
of Victims.

son River road was blown to atoms 

near here by an explosion ef dynamite 

which was being transported to use in 

track construction.

Some men were found 
hundreds of yards away from the 
track, whiie otbers were taken out 
from the hole made by the explosion, 
The wounded in most cases were bhor- 
ribly mutilated, in several instances 
urms and legs being torn off. 

Rapidly as possible the wounded 
were cared for by surgeous and removed 
to the hospitai. Ten of tnose killed 
were. picked up along the track, while 
five were taken trom theriver. Three 
of the injured died shortiy after being 
picked up.

Martial Law Proclaimed at Port-au- 
Prince.

THE EX-QUEEN EXPELLED FROM 


SERVIA BY FORCE, 


Taker® from Her Palace by Armed 
Men and Placed on Board 
a Train Bound for. 
Hungary.

BELGRADE, May 19.—[{By Cable and 


Associated Press.} The palace of ex-. 


Queen Natalie, who was rescued by 
students yesterday from the custody of 
the prefect ordered to expel her from 
Servia, was protected last night by an 
organized body of students and citi- 
zens. During the night a force of gen- 


darmes attacked the cordon of stu- 


dents, which was drawn around the 
Queen’s palace, and a severe strug- 
gie followed. Many civiliansand gen- 
darmes were severely injured during 
the fight, and the gendarmes were 
finally repulsed. Throughout the night 
the city of Beigrade was in a fever of 
excitement, and further 
ex pected. 

Aiter consultation the ministers and 
regents decided to expel Natalie from 
Servia, aud instruciions to that effect 
were given today tothe police. This 
morning a strong force of gendarmes 
made a fresh attack on the Queen’s 
palace and succeeded in breakin 
through the cordon of students an 
citizens guarding Natalie. 
forced their way to Natalie’s 
aud summoned her to arise, as she 
must instantiy leave Servian territory. 

The Queen calmly replied that she 
would yield to torce, and requested the 
students who so gulliantly defended 
her to make no turther resistance. 
The Queen was then allowed to dress 
herseif, and after bidding adieu to the 
leaders of her defenders, during which 
a@ most touching scene was witnessed, 
she was escorted to a private carriage, 
which was waiting at the palace en- 
trance, and was bastily driven to the 
Tailroad station, followed by the 
cheers of students and the citizens of 
Belgrade, whose enthusiasm had to be 
kept within bounds by the display of 
an overwhelming force of troops. At 
this station a special train was io 
waiting and the Queen was immedi- 
ately conveyed on board. No sooner 
was the Queen and her baggage aboard 
than the train left the depot for the 
Hungarian frontier. 

The populace are enraged against 
the Minister of War, Col. Miltches, 
who is understood to have been the 
most active of the ministers in insist- 
ing that Natalie should be expelled.

until January 6, 1881, when he wrote her 
from No. 36 Bromfield street, Boston, Mass., 
the foliowing letter: 


A DIFFICULT LETTER. 
“Mrs. Mead: There never yet was atime 
when I found a letter so difficult to write as 
‘this one, butif -you will bear kindly with

DESERTED HIS WIFE. 

This continued until June, 1881, when, 
after having received in about eight months 
the sum of $1,000, he wrote his wife saying 
he was going to sail for Europe that day and 
she would vever see bim again. He gave her 
no reason for his action, and as there had 
never been any qguerrels or differences be- 
tween them, itall seemed very strange to 
ber peuple, 

“It was a lightning flash out of 
a ciear sky,” says Kittie, who bas 
since become the wife of a prominent 
architect, and now resides it Medina, O. 
Fieming’s base desertion of Kittie was the 
ground upon which ske applied for di- 
vorce. 

October 20, 1884, George P. Hunter, an 
attorney of Warren, O., got her a decree of 
divorce on the ground of “three years’ wil- 
ful absence,” as the s.10e appears of record 
in» Trumbull eounty, Ohio. Dr. Beldwn, 
Kittie’s father, -= broken upoverthe de- 
sertion and ney .r recovered from the sense 
of humiliation and shame it cast upon him.

SLANDERED HIS WIFE. 

In 1883 Fleming wrote hie mother that he 
had been murried, but that directly after he 
found that his wife was untrue, had been a 
‘mistress to'a lawyer for two years and was 
then with child by that lawyer; and that 
he (Fleming) had been induced to marry 
her to cover up her sin; but that he left her 
upon finding it out; that he had only lived 
with her a few weeks and that he had gota 
divorce from ber, on the ground of  dultery, 
at Las Vegas, N. M.. at a cost of $20u. 

Fieming spent some time in West Vir- 
ginia, giving lessons in elocution; his hand 
bitls contained high commendations osten- 
sibly copied from the Corry Telegraph, 
Cleveland Leader, etc. The editor of the 
Corry pr per says no such notices were ever 
published in his paper. 


From West Virginia he probably came to 


Las Vegas, » where he as 
sisted Lute Wilcox, the editor of a 
mining journal. Wilcox afterwards 


exposed him and wrote to Kittie for tacts 
and giving facts to her. She never replied,

HIS SECOND MARRIAGE,

THE ASSAULT ON ANNA PETERSEN. 

On March ik--1891, he committed the as- 
sault upon their servant girl.

PAUPERISM IN AMERICA. 


It is but few years, comparatively, 


since there were no paupers in Amer- 
ica and very few millionaires. 


Now 
we have plenty of both, They seem 
to have increased proportionately, al- 
though the paupers are numerically to 
the millionaires almost a thousand to 
one. 

The reports of the Charities Na- 
tional Conference at Indianapolis re- 
cently in session promise to furnish sub- 
ject matter for most serious reflection 
on part of all patriotic Americans, to 
judge from President McCulloch, who 
in his opening paper presented the 
startling fact that, exclusive of those 
in jail, the dependent classes average 
259,000 out-door, and 110,000 in-door 
paupers annually in this country; 
while over three million people are sup- 
ported by charity, in whole or in large 
part every year. The direct loss to 
industry by reason of this contribution 
by it, is placed at $50,000,000 of pro- 
ductive power, and not less than $500,- 


000,000 in cost of maintenance addi- 


tional. 


Just think of it! One person in every 
twenty-one in this country supported 
by charity. in whole or part, every 
year, The figures appear incredible. 
If true, they are certainly alarming. 
If we bave already arrived at this stage, 
it will not take us long to reach 
the level of England. We are already

It would be interesting to learn just 
how much of this pauperism is due to 
the immigration which 1s pouring into 
the country in such a steady stream.

FRUIT-GROWING NORTH AND 
SOUTH, 


Gen. Chipman submitted an inter- 
esting report concerning the fruit 
product for 1890 at the monthly meet- 
ing of the State Boardof Trade in San 
Francisco yesterday. He showed that 
the large number of 16,000 carloads of 
fruit, canned, dried and fresh, had

STANLEY. 


A report of the Aborigines Protec- 
tion Society read in London indicts 
Henry M. Stanley in severe terms for 
his cruelty to the natives of Africa 
with whom he came in contact during 
his travels in the Dark Continent. The 
authors uf the report also took occa- 
sion to scoff at the idea that Mr. Stan- 
ley’s mission in his last trip was solely 
to relieve Emin Pasha. There was an 
ulterior selfish and sordid motive for 
the expedition. The report character- 
izes Mr, Stanley’s treatment of his ser- 
vants and natives generally as abound- 
ing in inexcusable errors. 

The signers of the report believe that 
Mr. Stanley is responsible - for the 
maltreatment referred to, but they de- 
cline to institute legal proceedings 
against him, recognizing the improba- 
bility of success in such an action. 
The report also protests against the ill- 
‘advised attempts at the premature civ- 
ilization of Africa as a constant source 
of danger in respect to persecution of 
the natives. 

_ Stanley is subject to much criticism 
from various quarters just now. Prob- 
ably many of those who bring these 
charges not realize the difficulties of 
forcing one’s way through the Dark 
Continent.

The Fauna of California. 
{San Francisco Examiner } 

The last bulletin from the Depart- 
ment of Mammals of the California 
Academy of Sciences, issued by Cura- 
tor Bryant, is interesting because it 
demonstrates the fact that this State 
possesses a more diversified fauna than 
bas been suspected. One hundred 
and nine species of land mammals have 
already been classified and naturalistic 
research has by no means ended. There 
are three sorts of deer and the mount- 
tain sheep. Of rodents there are sixty- 
four species, of which twenty-one are 
squirrels and chipmunks, one is ,the 
swelled, onethe beayer, ninetééti ‘are 
mice, tweive are pouched rats, one the 
jumping mouse, one the porcupine, 
one the pika and eight are bares. Of 
bats there are fifteen species, eleven 
being ordiuary bats, three free-tailed 
bats and one the leaf-nose bat. In 
the order insectivora there are two 
families, the shrews and two species 
of moles. Fiesh-eaters are abundant, 
there being two species of bears, the 
raccoon, the civet cat, nine sorts of 
the weasel tribe, five kinds of foxes 
and wolves and three species of the cat 
genus.

First Street Grade. ‘ 
“Los ANGELES, May.19.—[To the Ed- 
itor of ‘Tue Times.] The statement 
of your reporter in regard to the con- 
test of property-owners on First street 
and the Belt Electric road,4s in the 
main correct. 

As soon as.the extent of the cut was 
ascertained at the corner of First and 
Figueroa street a written protest was 
sent in to the City Council on the dast 
day of publication in Tue Times of 
the grade of one in sixteen. , 

Seeing the injustica done the pro 


erty-owuers the Council passed the one 
in ten ordinance, 


nance did not.comply with the pro- 
visions of a State law, which took effect 
March 31, proceeded to cut in accord- 
ance with the first ordinance. 

Now the amount of the matter is, 
that the damage renders all, not 350 
feet, unsaleabie and inaccessible from 
any point on the block, while the 900 
feet on the south side, or nearly all of 
it, never had a value, being a worthless 
swamp and bog, and this “‘hump”’ was 
just the one thing coveted to create a 
value thereon. 

There are four points to take into con- 
sideration in connection with this 
canal.now being cut: 

First—The franchise for the railroad 
was for a grade of one foot in ten. 

Second—The roadbed of the railroad 
has been changed near Beaudry ave- 
nue aud runs on private property of 
Mr. Eaton, without deedidg the same 
to the city. 

Third—The one foot in sixteen 
grade was established in violation of 
the city charter., in that it did not cor- 
respond with the established grade of 
Figueroa street. 

Fourth—The grade of one foot in 
ten, the grade desired by the people 
on the north side, is no greater than 
that on the line of the road from 
Spring street to Crown Llills; hence 
was not a necessity.

THE EUCALYPTUS. 
The Leaves Utilized for Removing 
Impurities from Sollers. 

Many of the. railways in India 
traverse calcareous regions that pro- 
duce water as badly impregnated with 
lime salt as anything to be found in 
our Western States, The result is that 
how to keep boilers free trom incrusta- 
tion is as pressing a problem as it is on 
many of our railroads. Of course, all 
sorts of remedies have been tried, and 
the quack with his lotions was driving 
a roaring trade, he always does 
where a malady is raging that defies 
the skill of the regular practitioner. 
There are few chemicals with the least 
affinity for lime that have not been 
tried as a preventive of scale, and 
numerous mechanical appliances, guar- 
anteed to prevent incrustation and to 
remove with certainty and dispatch 


what hus been formed, all had 
their day, and” ‘were declared 
to wanting in utility. 


The case appeared to be growing 
hopeless, and the men in-charge of the 
motive power were concluding that the 
constant caiking, patching and renew- 
ing of sheets was inevitable, when 
some one tried the extract of eucalyp- 
tus leaves. Thisis reported to have 
proved’ an effectual aitl-incrustation 
agent. 

The extractof the leaves for use in 
boilers of the Indian railways is ob- 
tained in a very simple fashion. The 
leaves are collected and slowly boiled, 
about a thousand gallons of strong 
fluid being produced from fifty pounds 
of the leaves. ‘Three gallons of this 
extract are used for a trip of 100 miles, 
and keeps the boiler in the condition 
that all impurities deposited by the 
feed water can be readily washed out. 
When a boiler is foul-with scale about 
twelve gallous of the calyptus ex- 
tract is putin after washing out, and 
the incrustation immediately begins to 
soften and soon fallg.off in large 
pieces. By keeping up the treatment 
and washing out thoroughly the worst 
boiler willbe cleaned in about two 
months. 


NOTHING IF NOT ORIGINAL. 


A New York Bullder Adds an Attrac= 
tion to Flat Buildings. 

One of the latest and most unique 
apartment-house schemes is described 
by the New York Times: 

Proprietors of flat houses have been 
offering all sorts of conveniences with 
their apartments to attract house-hunt- 
ers for the last two years, until now a 
woman will not look ata six-room flat 
that isnot steam-heated, lighted by 
electricity, possessed of a gas rauge 
and a patent retrigerator, decorated in 
bigh-art tints, and adorned with lace 
window curtalas.

A COMMERCIAL CONGRESS. 


Great Gathering of Western Men. 
at Denver. 


DENVER, May 19.—North, South and 
West sank all sectional interest at the 
first session of the Transmissippi Con- 
gress which opened here today. 

When the convention was ealled to 
order at 10:45 o’clock by Mr. Fishback, 
chairman of the local organization, 
fully 1000 delegates were present. 

Gov. Routt, on behalf of the State, 
welcomed the delegates. Mayor Rogers 
of Denver spoke upon the duties of 
legislatures and the congress. Chair- 
man Fishback deprecated sectional 
bitterness, but warned the convention 
not to be blinded by the vital questions 
awaiting settlement. Nine States in 
the New England corner of the coun- 
try controlled the wealth.of the people. 
They dominated politics and succeed 
in demonetizing silver. They had con- 
trolled the commerce of the vast area 
west of the Mississippi River. 

Recess was taken till 2 p. m. 

At the afternoon session Mayor 
Shakespeare of New Orleans, made a 
speech, in which he referred to the re- 
cent events in New Orleans, and said 
he thanked the people of the United 
States for the manner in which he was 
upheld in trying todo his duty as an 
American citizen. He was glad that 
it was he who was putin a position to 
enunciate those few ideas of American 
principles that were left to contend for, 
American citizens should have no fear 
of assassination. 

Ex-Gov. Anthony of Kansas, in an 
address complimented Shakespeare’s 
management of the New Orleans af- 
fair, and said: 

We open our doors wide for the nations 
of the earth and permit them to pluck the 
fruits of liberty and equality as we pluck 
them, but in order to entitle them to that 
they must be American citizens. 

At 5 p.m. the congress adjourned 
until tomorrow. The slate made up 
by the Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization is thought to be: (hair- 
mao, ex-Gov.

RIOTING STRIKERS. 


ANOTHER OUTBREAK IN THE 
COKE REGION. 


A Street-car Strike at Grand Rapids 
Culminates in Several Af- 
frays—A Mob at West 

Superior. 


By Telegraph to The Times-~~ 

PITTSBURGH, May 19.—[{By the As- 
sociated Press.] A dispatch from 
Scottdale says: The miners of the 
region demonstrated their intention to 
remain out in more than one way to- 
day. Every effort was made by the 
operators to force men in the conven- 
tion to vote to return to work, but the 
efforts of the leaders in opposition 
were too powerful, and they voted to 
remain out toa man. Every district 
in the region was represented. 

Several riots occurred this evening , 
one striker being shot -and -slightly 
wounded. One of the seceders from 
the strikers’ ranks who has been work- 
ing, hooted at acrowd of strikers on 
the street, and was driven into the 
Scottdale House by a mob of 1000 men 
who would not disperse until a fire 
hose was turned on them. 

Shortly after two deputies from the 
Valley Works tried to assert their au- 
thority over the maddened mob. A 
rush was made for the deputies, one 
of whum fired, wounding a striker. 
The deputies were trampled under 
foot in &@ moment, but were 
picked up and carried away by town 
policemen, while the mob fled before 


another assault from the fire depart- 
ment. 


Soon another rush was made. The 
deputies were taken from the police 
and pounded and kicked in a horrible 
manner. Under advice of the leadors 
the strikers finally let them go. 


THREE RIOTS. 
Sanguinary Climax ofa Strike at 
Grand Rapids, Mich. 

GRAND Rapips (Mich.,) May 19,— 
|By the Associated Press.}] The street 
car strike culminated tonight in three 
serious riots, in which seven men were 
hurt seriousiy, and one, James £. Mar- 
shal, a conductor on the South Divi- 
vision-street line, was fatally injured. 
Most of the rioting occurred on the 
corner of Tenth avenue and South 
Division street, where a mob tried to 
assist non-union men, and were re- 
sisted by the strikers themselves. who. 
were at length overpowered, and the 
cars overturned, the drivers knocked 
on the head and seriously injured. 


Mob at West Superlor, 

EST SUPERIOR (Wis.,) May 19.—A 
mob of 1000 striking street laborers 
paraded the streets all day. The mob 
had a collision with police on Hughbitt 
avenue and Sixteenth street. where a 
small body of men were at work 
guarded.

bandled, but restrained his men from 
using their weapons.

CINCINNATI, May 19.—| By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The opening day of the 
National Union Oonference was 
blessed with a mild temperature. The 
morning hours were occupied by State 
delegations in perfecting their organ- 
izations. A feature that attracted 
some attention this morning was the 
apparent apathy of the South. Dei- 
egates from that section are few in 
number. Wide interest is attached to 
the presence among the delegates of 
au unusually large number of promi- 
nent labor men, particularly the 
Knights of Labor leaders. it is ru- 
mored thatthe Knights are in active 
alliance with southern delegates and 
others to prevent the convention organ- 
izing a third party at this time. 

General Master Workman Powderly, 
in an interview with the Associated 
Press representative, just before the 
convention was called to order, said: 
“It is mottrue that either myself or 
other general officers or members of 
the order here are working in any such 
Way. As a matter of fact,’’ continued 
Powderly, “I am nothere as a delegate 
to the convention, but to attpnd a 
meeting of, the general executive 
board of the Kuights of Labor, which 
is called to meet here simply that mem- 
bers of the board might keep heartily 
in touch with the people who would be 
presen:. A very large number of deli- 
egates are Knights, perhaps as many as 
two-thirds, but they are not here as rep- 
resenting the order, butas coming from 
the political clubs or other bodies of 
which they are members. A number 
have signified a wish to know how 
I would advise them to act upon ques- 
tions as to an immediate third party 
movement, but | have declined to in- 
dicate any course of action. My life 
work is te arouse the peopie to think 
for themselves. Working men, I have 
always believed, should tie themselves 
tonoone man or party. They will 
then be in a better position to dictate 
terms.”’ 

Various State delegations held meet- 
ings at Music Hall this morning, The 
attendance was large and the business 
was chiefly of a routine character. The 
Onio. delegation decided in favor of 
the immediate organization of a third 
party and Of govertiimeut loans direct 
to the people on reasonable security 
at interest -not to -per-eent:- 
per annum. Almost to a man they 
declared themselves, regardless of 
what action is taken by the nationa!

California aud Louisiana also favor a 
third party. South Dakota is opposed 
to the formation of a third party.

UN A FOUL. 


The Bowen-Myer Battle . at 
New Orieans. 


-Lonisiana’s “Tornado” Pitted Against 
the Illinois “Cyclone.” 


They Fight Savagely Through Twenty- 
four Rounds. 


The “Cyclone” Indulges in Fouling 
Tactics and the Referee 
Finally Declares Bowen 
the Winner.

New ORLEANS, May 19.—([By the 
Associated Press.;| The great light- 
weight glove-fight between Andy 
Bowen, the “Louisiana Tornado,” and 
Billy Myer, the ‘Streator Cyclone,”’ 
occurred tonight in the famous Olym- 
pic Club. Nearly three thousand peo- 
ple witnessed the encounter. Betting 
today was $100 on Myer to $80 on 
Bowen. These men, it will be remem- 
bered, met last May and tought ‘twen- 
ty-six rounds, at the end of which My- 
er’s Manager, Cheeney, gave up the 
fight. Myer was not kuocked out, but 
was bruised and bloody, and presented 
the appearance of a man very nearly 
beaten, 

Bowen was seconded tonight by Bob 
Farrell and Tom Kelley, while Myer 
was seconded by Link Pope, Andy My- 
ers and Alf Kennedy. Alexander 
Brewster was appointed referee. 

In the first round Bowen was wary 
and Myer aggressive. Bowen hit Myer 
a smasher on the head, knocking him 
down, and repeated the knock down 
again ina short time. 

in the second round Myer continuea 
tocrowd Bowen and received a hard 
swing on his eye. Bowen got a heavy 
left-hander on the ear. Bowen landed 
his right on Myer’s ribs, the blow 
sounding all over the house. 

In the third round Myer’s nose was 
bleeding freely and he received a smass 
on the ribs that nearly knocked him 
down. Bowen staggered Myer witha 
right-hand swing and landed a right- 
hand swing and landed a right-hand 
bedy punch, the force of which was 
broken by Myer’s retreat. 

In the fourth round Myers kept 
pressing in in spite of hard blows from 
Bowen, and succeeded in landing a 
right-hander on Bowen’s nose. 

In the fifth, sixth and seventh 
rounds, sharp blows were exchanged, 
but there was nothing decisive. 

In the eighth round Myer seemed 
tired of being the agressor and tried to 
pull Bowen. on, but the latter was too 
cautious, and finally when Bowen did 
lead Myer knocked him down. 

In the ninth round Myer was stag- 
gered by a right-hander, but kept push- 
ing and received a blow in the stomach 
a moment later. 

In the tenth, eleventh and twelfth 
rounds there were some sharp ex- 
changes, and Bowen was evidently get- 


angry..He began to fight viciously, 


but with bad judgment. He smashed 
Myer’s eye with a right-hander, and it 
bled profusely. 

In the thirteenth and fourteenth 
rounds Myer begged Bowen to lead. 

Bowen responded with a smash in 
Myer’s stomach. Myer landed his 
right solid on Bowen’s head. 

In the fifteenth, sixteenth and seven- 
teenth rounds there was sharp fight- 
ing, both landing heavy blows, Bowen 
finishing the round with a heavy right 
on Myer’s jaw, following one delivered 
on the stomach. Myer’s face was look- 
ing very bad at this time. He had a 
terrible black eye, which was bleeding 
atone corner and a swollen and a 
bloody nose’ Myer still continued 
aggressive'tactics and in the next few 
rounds landed some hard blows, seem- 
ing to gain ground. or 

In the nineteenth round, after a 
sharp clinch,Myer, in breaking away, 
fell. 

In the twentieth round Bowen 
landed, knocking Myer to the ropes. 
The referee cautioned Myer to fight 
fair. The Streator boy was evidently 
eager to finish the fight, but could not 
land.’ 

In the twenty-second round Bowen 
landed a heavy right on Myer’s sore 
eye anda left on the stomach. Myer 
landed a vicious right and committed 
several fouls. 

In the twenty-fourth round Myer 
fouled Bowen several times. and the 
crowd became boisterous. The referee 
awarded the fight to Bowen on a foul. 
President Nowell said the final de- 
cision would be rendered tomorrow.

DECORATE THE PIANO. 


In Small Rooms It Is Now Made a Thing 
of Reanty and an Artiatic Joy. 

The magic skill of modern decorators 
has vanquished the formidable aggres- 
siveness even of the parlor piano. For- 
merly pianos were most obstinately, 
hopelessly angular objects in a pretty 
parlor, positively refusing to lend them- 
selves to any scheme of decoration.’ But 
even a piano has possibilities, and ‘since 
these possibilities have been discovered 
and realized the piano is the keynote of 
the whole decorative scheme. Of course 
in all city parlors an upright piano is 
used, and instend of being set back 
against the wall like a child in disgrace, 
it is now turned out'into the room al- 
most at right angles, which is decidedly 
more agrecab® tothe performer. The 
back of the instrument is then draped 
with some beautiful material, hanging 
like a curtain to the floor. 

Sometimes a plain piece of Roman 
sheeting is used, a silken damask or 
Po velvet, with the main color 
in harmony with the room. Some 
ladies introduce a small picture or bit of 
embroidery in one upper corner, around 
which the drapery is hung gracefully, or 
clever needlewomen embroider the 
whole drapery in quaint, odd designs. 
A scarf of silk harmonizing with the 
hanging at the back falls over the top of 
the piano, and there are candelabra or 
some light pieces of bric-a-brac that will 
not rattle when the instrument is in use. 
Such are the possibilities of a piano as 
an object of decorative art, but wonder- 
ful indeed are its possibilities in another 
direction. 

Placed near a bav window, it shuts in 
the coziest lovers’ nest imaginable. 
Soft cushioned window seats that have 
room for just two—intuitive seats they 
might be called—are hidden thus away 
completely from the cold, cruel world.. 
Smokers’ retreats with little. conches 
may be hidden in the shadow of sucha 
piano when rich hangings fall from a 
corner window. Or a delightful tea cor- 
ner is made with a screen for a doorway, 
and soft divans and dim lights inside.

A yellow cushioned divan extends en- 
tirely around this corner, lighted by the 
soft radiance of a lamp with a pale green 
shade, and: piled high with a baker's 
dozen of pillows—large and small and

“There is circumstantial evidence that 
rather indiscriminate offers ef guarantees 
by sellers, that certain brands of irregular 
reputation will be. as géod as any packed 
this year in California, have more or less of 
favorable bearing on the market here. 
The guarantee business, in fact, is being 
overdone, and the chancés are that several 
packers will either have to put up better 
articles this year than ever before, or meet 
unpleasant experiences when the goods are 
delivered. At present it is extremely diffi- 
cuit to induce buyers to take reliable brands 
atprices 10 to 20 cents a dozen above those 
gt which some enterprising sales agebts 
offer other brands with the guarantee re- 

ferred to.”’ 
The outlook seems to be for higher prices 
for butter, according the following dis- 
teh from San Francisco: 
PeeThere is not neariy so much butter be- 
ing packed this season as last,” said J. T. 
Rowe today. “Last year butter was down 
to 16 and 17 cents. This year cood butter is 
selling at 2i cents. The market was thor- 
oughly cleaned up before this season’s pack- 
ing commenced, owing to the demand from 
the East for our butter. Last year the east- 
ern markets were stifled and kept the east- 
ern butter out of our market.

Wiley Granda Overton is the first col- 
ored policeman in Brooklyn—or rather he 
was, for at present he does not seem to be 
a policeman as much as he was.

cated. He began adult life there as a teach-

The Bear Valley and Its 
Railroad Prospects. 


SANTA FE AND RATE CUTTING 


The Belt Road Engine—Cutting Down 
Forces on the Santa Fe-Gen- 
eral, Local and Per- 
sonal Mention. 


The party of eastern capitalists referred 
to yesterday as having come to California 
in the private car Cleopatra, over the Santa 
Fé route, stop t Redlands, There are 
twenty-three people in the party, some of 
the capitalists being accompanied by wives 
and children, and are personally conducted 
by Charles W. Green, financial-agent for 
the Bear Valley Irrigation Company. From 
Redlands, yesterday, the party went up to 
the Bear- Valley by burro train. The 
itinerary of the excursion provides fora 
visit to Riverside, Ontario and San Diego, 
and the 26th instant will be devoted to Los 
Angeles. It is hinted thatthe real object 
of the excursion party is to look into the 
prospects of the Bear Valley development. 
The men are all from New York State and 
prospective investors. The scheme is a 
great one, including as it does the construc- 
tion of immense dams and canals, and pos- 
sibly a railroad as well. This railroad pro- 
jecthas been alluded to in a vague way 
several times in the past ry but has as- 
sumed no tangible form, If-it is’built at all 
it will be by the irrigation company to en- 
hance the value of the Bear Valley lands. 
The Santa Fé people are not building any 
new railroads nowadays, but will not object 
to others making the roads which will serve 
as feeders to their line.

THE INDIAN QUESTION, 


A Talk With Capt. John Marongo 
_ About the Agency Troubles. 

“Capt. John” Marongo, the big chief of 
the Mission Indians, was in the city yes- 
terday on business connected with the 
reservation, which called him to the United 
States Marshal’s office, where he was intro- 
duced to a Times reporter by. Deputy 
Marshal Charles Jenkins. The “Captain,” 
baving received an excellent education, 
speaks the English language as fluently as 
his. own tongue, and soon engaged in an 
animated conversation on the Indian 
question, during which he proved himself 
to be more than usually weil versed in mat- 
ters relating to the agencies. 

After a general discussion on various 
topics, “Capt: John” opened a. pocketbook 
and extracting therefrom a letter wiitten 
py S. 8S. Lawson from Colton to “fuk 
Times, and published in the issue of the 
14th inst., relating tothe Mission Indians, 
he stated that there were one or two matters 
in it he wished to deny, 

He said that Lawson, who was the prede- 
cessor of Agent Rust, had offered to assist 
the Indians in fighting against Rust with a 
view of having him removed, and obtaining 
a reappointment to the oflica. . This was at 
the time the Indians presented a petition 
for the removal! of Kust for malfexsance of 
office. ‘ln an interview with Commissioner 
Morgan, however, “Capt. John’ as 
the intermediator between the whites 
and Indians, learned that there’ was 
no hope of success, however, as the Com- 
missioner refused to listen to such pett 
troubles as thosq mentioned .by Marongo, 
andthe matter was abandoned. Lawson 
soon afterward met John at Cdlton and 
urged him to forward the petition to the 
Secretary ofthe Interior, but the latter re- 
fused, and this he claims is the reason for

_THE MILLER MURDER, 


Verdict of the Coroner’s Jury—No 
Clew tothe Murderer. 

The Coroner’s jury yesterday concluded 
the inquest on the body of George H. Mil- 
‘fer, propriétor of the Carlton saloon, on 
Spring street, who was so mysteriously 
murdered while sleeping in one of the card 
rooms of the place, Saturday night. 

Only one additional witness was éxam- 
ined, atruckman named James H. Myers, 
whose testimony was the most im 
yet brought out, but which throws but little 
light en the tragedy, beyond the fact that the 
murderer made his escape by the back en- 
trance. Myers said that «bout 11 o’clock 
Saturday night he was engaged in carting 
some scenery from the rear of the Los An- 
geles Theater. He had loaded his truck 
and driven out on to Broadway, and was 
waiting for another wagon, when his atten- 
tion was called toa man whocame from the 
direction of the Cariton saloon, ‘Ihe man, 
who had his hands pressed to his side, came 
out to the sidewalk, looked up and down 
the street cautiously, then started on a run 
north on Broadway. The man was about 
5 feet 7 inches in height, dressed in a light 
suit of clothes, and had a light moustache. 

Myers thought the man went north on 
Broadway to Second street, and if this is 
the case, it upsets the former theory that the 
murderer went through the vacant lot on 
Third street, and thence over the hill by 
- way of the steps by the Crocker man- 
sion. 

At the conclusion of Myers’ testimony, 
the jury retired for deliberation. and ina 
few minutes returned a verdict that Miller 
came to his death by blows on the bead 
from a biunt instrument in the hands of a 
person unknown. 

The funeral of the murdered man will 
take place this morning from the undertak- 
ing rooms of Orr & Sutch, on Spring street, 
at 10 o’clock, 

NOTHING DISCOVERED. 
The entire detective force are at work on 
the murder, but so far nothing has been dis- 
covered that throws any light on the dark 
tragedy. A number of supposed ‘“‘clews’’ 
have been run down and found to be with- 
out foundation. The officers are at sea, for 
the reason that there is absolutely nothing 
on which to commence work. Milier’s 
watch was missing when the was 
found, and no trace of it has been discov- 
ered. From the fact that the watchisa 
very odd one, and could be readily identi- 
fied, the opinion is that if it was taken by 
the murderer, it was merely for the aos 
pose of creating the impression that robbery 
was theobject, and that it has been 
destroyed. Chief Glass is, however, giving 
the case his personal attention, and will not 
give up until every means at his command 
is exhausted, 
MRS. MILLER’S CONDITION. 

The condition of Mrs, Miller, the wife of 
the murdered man, is a very critical 
one. On the night of the murder she in- 


-Sisted on going to the morgue and seeing 


the body. She was prostrated by the shock, 
and has since been confined to her bed. 
This morning at 12:30 o’clock ber attorneys 
wentto the house to make her will, the 
physician in attendance having sent-word 
that she might not live through the night.
